No allied 
losses were reported. 

The American victory boosted red 
losses in four lutile days ol chal- 
lenging allied air supremacy over 
Korea to nine planes destroyed, and 
one probably destroyed and 18 dam- 

At'uie same time, 10 B-2S Super, 
fortresses blasted the communist 
airfield- at Onjong, Just southeast 
ol Pyongyang, capital ol North 
Korea, lo deny Its use to the re- 
juvenated red air force.

Vandalism at Pool 
May Bring Closure 

Vnndiilism at the municipnl swimmlnfr pool Monday nnii 
Tuesday nighttt may make it neceaaavy to drain the awim- 
min;r pool and if the situation continues it may bo necessary 
to close the swimming pool for the remainder of the summer. 

Several five-gallon buckets of rubbish were dumped in the 
pool Tuesday night, according to' J, M, Fix, pool manager. 
Fix said employes at the pool are making every effort to re- 
move the debria by screening the water and uaing^ chemicals. 
He said he hoped draining the 



pool would not be necessary. 
Monday night the pool building 
OS entered and two mirrors In the 
dressing rooms were broken. Fix 
estimated the value of the mirrors 
lltUe more than $1 each. He 
said 20 season Uckcl^ were taken 
but ho . had not signed them and 
opined they would be of little use. 
Signatures arc always examined 
carefully when tickets are presented. 

A dressing room window was forc- 
ed open Tuesday nigh I end four 
pair of glasses belonging lo life- 
guards were taken. They are valued 
', more ttian (UO each. 
Changes In the city water system 
are creaUng a apeclal problem al 
the pool this summer. It was hoped 
the pool would not have to be drain- 
ed. Fillers are supposed lo keep dirt 
out of Hie pool, but according to 
Fix, the dirt sofneUnies "gets ahead" 
of the fillers. 'It was necessary to 
drain the pool once last summer. 

Olty Manager William R, Smith 
said there was no trouble al Uio pool 
last summer. He pointed out the 
lint attendance this season ai\d ex- 
pressed a hope that the pool would 
not have to be- closed. He said the 
water preisure Is lowest In the east 
and southwest parts ot the city 
where the pool Is located and Indi- 
cated these; are. critical areasin-tbe 
water system. 

■JliB pool must be closed lor two or 
three dayi when It Is drained. By 
using a fire hydrant connecUon, 
tills delay can be kept at the mini- 
mum.' but this would cut the water 
supply In the cilUtal attas. It, takes 
from SO to 73 hours to ftU the pool. 
Its closing, even temporary, would 
Interfere .with, the Red Crow and 
recreation programs.

Clarke postponed aentenclng of the 
tormcE state official pending a re- 
port ot the probation officer. 

Boyd appeared before Judge Clark 
with his allomey, Jes.-! Hawley. Jr., 
Boise, and signed a waiver ot Indict- 
ment which permitted AssEslant 
District Attorney Paul Boyd U '" 
the complaint against him. 

In jiostponlng sentence, ' Judge 
Clark Bald: 

'There ore 11 great many matters 
here that I feel the court should 
have lull Information on. particularly 
aa lo Just what the state proceedings 
were; what tiderstandlng this de- 
fendant had when he pleaded 
guilty and was placed In lhe penl- 
tenUary, and also all matters In 
connecUon with the present charges 
that are- before this court. , .1 In- 
tend to have a full and complete 
Investigation of the entire situation 
before passing sentence II this Is 
agreeable to counsel for the de- 
fendant and providing that he Is In 
no hurry to have this mallet dis- 
posed of." 

Judge Clark aald the court would 
not tlx any time for passing sen-

POLITICS AND UMT 
On the positive aide, the new draft bill fin- 
ally approved by congress olfera theae galna: 

ItMowers the draft age from 10 to 18 1/3 
years, lengthens the term of flervico to two 
years, and reduces physical and mental re- 
quirements for draltees. All these measures 
will contribute to the ncccKary expansion 
ot the nation's military manpower pool. 

The bin also runs for four years, thus aa- 
flurlng the armed forces of a certain continu- 
ity In nianpower policies. 

Finally, It endorses the principle of univer- 
sal military training. Since that principle 
never before has gained approval In congress. 
Its acceptance must be rated aa progress. 

But, on .the negative side, the great disap- 
pointment Is that this measure did not in fact 
set up a UMT program but put It off to a 
lutuie date. 

The bill establishes & five-member commla- 
■lon, of whom three are to be civilians, to 
frame a program to give six months military 
training to all youths between the ages of 18 
and 19. After appointment by the President 
and confirmation by the senate, the com- 
mission must bring In Ita report within four 
montha. If congress approves the plan, the 
President can start it any time he llkea. 

The chief weakness of this arrangement Is 
the element of delay. Congress has enough 
Information from the armed servlees to have 
shaped a tTMT program Itself at this time. The 
Issue has been kicking around capltol hill ever 
since World war II ended. 

The deferring ot decision Into the future 
la In a very real sense a putting oil of duty by 
the lawmakers. Inasmuch aa the senate's 
original bill did set up a UMT plan, it Is the 
houRe that must bear tCBponslbUlty for tho 
present failure. 

House members seem to be hoping that 
■ome kind of Improvement In the world situa- 
tion, perhaps an end to the Korean war, will 
afford them the excuse they seek to shelve 
UMT four montha hence as they have done 
every year up to now. , . 

OurmlUta^ leaders are virtually unanimous 
In ncomnMndttTs HUT ms the only lane way 
to assurs this country tho weU-trained nserve 
of manpower It needs to fight a modem war. 
Public opinion polls indicate the American 
people fully support the idea. 

Yet lawmakers who appear more concerned 
with the next election than the next genera- 
tion persist In regarding UMT aa a painful 
program which they dare not embrace. 

Since a major;^ of the people favor UMT, 
they would do well to use the next four 
taontha impressing their congiessmEn with 
that fact. Some members might then con- 
clude that the path to re-election Is not 
through avoidance of responsibility, however 
painful It may seem. 



ACHESON IS WIDE OPEN 

If the Republicans on the Russell commit- 
tee are smart enough U> take advantage of the 
opportunity. Secretary Acheaon has left hlm- 
<ell wide open in the MacArthur hearings. 

^at's particularly true In his close rela- 
tionship with Secretary Marshall. 

Although continued aid to the Republic 
of China was predicated on a durable agree- 
ment between the NatlonalUts and the com- 
munists, a careful perusal of Secretary Mar- 
•hall's papers and public statements, Includ- 
ing interviews he gave while In China dur- 
ing 1946, show him to be definitely sympa- 
■ thetlc toward the social and economic poli- 
cies of the Mao Tse-tung faction. 

Hiey had not then, of course, tied up so 
closely with Russia. Being a more liberal- 
minded man than most soldiers are, or than 
most people realize. Secretary Marshall liked 
their ldea5 for redistribution of land, reliev- 
ing the peasants of tax collectors' oppres- 
sion and other proposals for Improving gener- 
al living standards. 

It's their general agreement In this field 
of social and political philosophy that helps 
to explain the imusual friendship existing 
between Acbeson and Marshall. 

If the Republicans on the Russell commit- 
tee were to. take advantage of Mr. Acheson's 
lapses, tDcludlng his misunderstanding of 
the historical background of the Yalta agree- 
ments. It could be very effective. But they are 
at a distinct disadvantage. Whereas all the. 
legftl. political and clerical Tcsonrces ol the 
•dmfiilstratlon'have been mobilized lor pres- 
aatatlon ot the White House side of the 
MacArthur affair, capltol hlU Republicans 
have hardly any staff for analysis ot testi- 
mony and for preparing lists of pertinent 
questions. 

TOat's one reason, no doubt, why Acheson 
remains so aloof and haughty.

Alt 96 Of them got the chance. And two ot them 
took It. 

Sen. Robert 8. Kerr, D., Okts., and Sen. Lyndon 
JohiiBon, D., Tex., turned out lo donate blood for 
soldiers In Korea, "nie other Si aenstors rsstralned 
their patriotic fervor and kept their blood la their' 

"This reluctance ot Uie senators to shed blood pain- 
lessly for "our boys" may prove surprising to the na- 
tion. Certainly Ihe country could not have expected 
by listening to lennte speeches that the senators 
would do less than ordinary cllliens to help their 
lighting men. 

Obviously. Ihe senslors-except tor the old men— 

ere qualified (o give blood. Many ot them have 
admitted openly that they are "red-lilooded Amer- 
icans." Several might be disqualified by the Red 
Cross on the grounds that their "blood was boiling*' 
over the UocArlhur Incident, as they have confessed, 
but they at leut could have checked in tor a checkup. 

Nor is there any doubt that Uie senators fuUy 
understand that "our boys -art shedding blood In 
Korea" — and therefore could use some replacement 
blood. No group of clUiens his proclaimed more 
toudly than the senators that "our biiyw are sheddlnc 
blood."

Moat ot them were ''too busy" maUni speeches 
about the laU ot "our bo;s." So they sent their secre- 
torlea to donate blood liulead.
